when two for three Cupfuls are takenand drunk out of a black 
pot or glaffe , and not fo effectuall out of Silver : You may 
begin with one Cupfull,and fo increafe the dofe and quantity of Po- 
tion as you findcauieé, for herein difcretion and experience mutt 
be your guide. For the manner of the operation , it is G@mewhar 
difficule and doub:full to foreknow and prefage, fur it operatech ac- 
cording as it is moft convenient for the prefent eftate and conftim- 
tion of che body : Sometimes, and in fome conftitutions, ic opera: 
ceth by Vomit alone, in fome others by Seidge alone , in others by 
Urin and Sweat, but moft commonly ® workerh all thefe waies , 
and ever without any violence or danger ; to pre(cribe atime for
